These lectures v^-.ire given as part of the core course 
content of the first year Masters Programme at the School of CcTOunity and 
Regional Planning, University of British Columbia, 

The lectures emphasized an interdisciplinary approvich by bringing 
together the major disciplines and subject areas related to the planning of 
community facilities. In addition, the lectures provided a vehicle for the 
study of such divergent and yet interrelated subject areas as welfare economics 
location theory, population forecasting, planning programming budgeting 
systems, benefit cost analysis, etc. 

Both the lectures and the bibliography followed the common framework 
set out below. This framework provides an outline of thu subject matter 
covered by the bibliography as well as a context in which individual 
references can be related to the whole. It should be noted that the 
references on health facility planning supplement and update Exchange
